Heim said that the meso- field transforms 
electromagnetic waves diredt into the gravitational waves , that means 
the enlargement of speed of the matter by diredt transformation of 
electromagnetic waves. The necessary energy to perform such a trans¬ 
formation willbe won by a nuclear splitting process. 

The practical effect of this hypothesis for the conquest of spaed

Heim believes further that he has found a solution to protect the 
inmates of soace ships from the effects of centrifugal force which la 
has so far been the main reason for hindering the progress in rocket 
projects . Heim claims to attain this protectionby placing the space 
ship into a gravitationless knot of waves , and if Heim is right , this 
theory would explain the fantastic characteristics of the flying sau) 
cers and according to him a trip to Mars would take no onger than III 
hours and would require no more than 500 lbs. of radioactive matter • 
Heim who is in his early thirties lost his hands , his sight and 
hearing during an experiment with high explosives during the end of 
World War II. and is described by his fellows scientists as a Genius 
and he finances his experiments out of his own pocket because he does 
not wnt to place his discoveries before any govornmontwhich may use 
the tromendoud powers for military purposes. 

Heim T s theory is a confirmation of Lieut. Plantiers theory, and as 
Heim has ACTUALLY transformed light into power in his laboratories 
his name will be closely linked with the victory of amn over the gra¬ 
vitational forces and the beginning of mans conquest of space.
